Applicant argued in substance that Taylor does not teach therein expected values are predicted by a content mangement system". 
In response to Applicant's arguments, Taylor discloses the above limitation. Specifically, applicant's specification discloses the limitation 
on page 26, lines 10-12, "an appropriately adapted CMS may include logic to predict popularity. Receiving and analyzing this type of 
predicted popularity information is also within the scope of the present invention". Applicant's discription of 'predict' ends after this section. 
After consulting with the Google dictionary, which is attached herein, 'predict' means "statement or claim that a particular event will occur 
in the future" or "tell in advance" or "suggest what may happen based on available information" or "give a concise answer with no 
supporting statement required". Referring to Taylor [0026], "... since at initialization, no user requests have yet been submitted, each data 
item is assigned an initial popularity value, and the load is estimated as the sum of the popularity values of the data items already stored 
on the module disk drive cluster...", this section suggest there is logic to assign/tell in advance/suggest what may happen/predict the 
popularity value prior to any user request. Therefore. Taylor teaches 'predict' popularity values. 

Request for reconsideration has ben considered, however, Applicant's amendment/arguments does not place the case in better condition 
for allowance. 
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
